Tuesday, Governor 
George C, Wallace asked 
the Alabama Legislature 
to “‘act expeditiously”’ in 
adopting new congressional 
redistricting for Alabama, 
but failed to make any spe~ 
cific recommendation of 
his own, 

The governor addressed 
a joint House~Senate meet- 
ing to open the special ses~ 
sion, a strong movement 
appeared under way to step 
up action in both houses, 

In his 30-page speech 
for the opening legislative 
session, Wallace pointed 
out the “‘hardships imposed 
On Democratic candidates 
by reason of the 9-8 method 
of nomination’’, 

Asking for expeditious 
action, Wallace pointedly 
reminded the legislators 
that the costs of the special 
session will be paid out 
of the general fund of the 
state which supports vari- 
ous public services, in- 
cluding assistance to the 
aged, the blind, the handi- 
capped, public health pro- 
grams and many others, 
‘Each of these programs’’, 
Wallace said, ‘‘might be 
adversely affected by an 
extended session. In addi- 
tion, I call your attention to 
the statutory requirement 
that candidates be certi- 
fied to the secretary of 
State not later than 
September 3,’’

1, If lime is needed for 
the land or if lime is re- 
commended for the field, 
equipment for broadcasting 
lime can do a better job of 
applying the lime when the 
soil is dry during the fall 
months, 

2. Taking samples in
